The statement by CIO officials 


that the unions have fallen behind 
in their monthly 10-cent-per-per- 
*on payments to the parent organ- 
ization brought a sharp denial from 
one of the unions Involved. 


Called 'Misleading' 


Secretary-Treasurer Louis Gold- 


blatt of the Longshoremen's and 
Warehousemen's union said the 
CIO statement was "deliberately 
misleading." 


"By all established standards we 


are paid up," he said. "The last 
two months per capita payments 
have been delayed slightly only 
because of heavy expenditures re- 
sulting from strikes m Hawaii and 
on th« mainland " 


The six unions, with a total 


membership of about 300,000, are 
mznong 10 being investigated by 
tb« CIO on charges that they are 
too "left-wing." Two other unions 
wens ousted from the CIO on the 
MJtte grounds at the national con- 
vention in Cleveland last month.

Often 
parity 


prices and support prices are used 
interchangeably, as if they both 
meant the same thing. 


Different Moaning 


They are different. Parity is a 


term used to describe a standard 
for measuring actual farm prices. 
It can be compared to a yard- 
stick. Parity is declared by law 
to be a yardstick that is equally 
fair to the farmer and those who 
buy his product. 


Parity prices in themselves do 


not guarantee farmers a thing. 
The agriculture department makes 
parity calculations once a month. 
They are based on the relation be- 
tween farm prices and prices of 
things farmers buy, as of the 15th 
of the month. 


Price supports, on the 
other 


hand, are government devices for

Compute Parity For *" 


The department calculates par 


ity prices for virtually every farir 
product. But It does not suppor 
the price of every product for 
which it calculates 
parity. 
A 


notable exception is beef cattle 
for which there never has been a 
support program. 
Nevertheless 


the farmer is able to determine 
by using the parity yardstick, how 
his cattle prices measure up. 


There is much controversy about 


levels at which the government 
should support prices. 
The term 


"high, rigid" supports has been 
used by some congress members 
and farm leaders 
to 
describe 


phases of the support program set 
up for 1950 by the recent session 
of congress. 


The congress directed that the 


basic farm commodities—cotton. 
corn, wheat, tobacco, 
rice 
and 


peanuts—be supported at 90 per 
cent of parity next year, providing 
controls were set up to prevent 
over-production. 


The law permits no administrative 


discretion in adjusting them either 
upward or downward. 


Rarely Above 90 Per Cent 


Rarely has the government ever 


supported any commodity above 
90 per cent of parity. A few were 
supported at higher levels during 
the war emergency, when vast 
production waj needed. 


Some farm leaders object to 


the "high, rigid" description. Some 
other 
farm 
leaders—including 


President Allan B. Kline of the 
American Farm Bureau federa- 
tion and Master Albert S. Goss 
of the National Grange—defend 
the use of this description. 


Kline, for example, advocates 


a flexible price support system, 
under which major products would 
be supported at rates ranging be- 
tween 75 and 90 per 
cent of 


parity. 
The actual level would 


depend upon the supply of the 
particular product.

Prepayments 
On Mortgage 
Bring Security 


Since the heads of most families 


retire on incomes greatly reduced 
from their active earning period, 
meeting home mortgage payments 
after retirement may become a 
heavy burden. It is essential, ac- 
cording to lenders, to pay off as 
much of the mortgage as possible 
before retirement. 


For that reason it is vital that 


a home buyer make sure that 
his mortgage contains a "prepay- 
ment clause" which permits pay- 
ments ahead of schedule without 
penalty. These advance payments 
work two ways: (1) the mortgage 
may be paid in full before the 
borrower retires, or (2) it can be 
refinanced with greatly reduced 
payments. The first is most de- 
sirable, but since it cannot always 
be accomplished, many lenders 
advocate the 
second procedure. 


Here is an example: 


Refinancing possible 


Suppose at the age of 30 a home 


buyer executes a $10,000 mort- 
gage at 57/ for 20 years. Regular 
payments or. interest and princi- 
pal will be ?66 monthly. At the 
end of 10 years, approximately 
40^ or $4,000 of the principal has 
been paid through the regular pay- 
ments, plus another $1,000 in pre- 
payments, leaving a balance of 
55.000. The borrower is then only 
40 years old and most lending in- 
stitutions will readily 
refinance 


his mortgage for another 20 years. 


This new mortgage is for $5.000 


and monthly amortization pay- 
ments are S33 instead of the for- 
mer S66. If the borrower waits to 
refinance until he is 45. two-thirds 
of the original 510,000 mortgage 
will have been paid by amortiza- 
tion, leaving a balance of 52,400 
after the 51.000 of prepayments. 
Refinancing this for 15 years at 
5^ drops monthly payments to 
519, a sum that can be met with- 
out hardship from retirement in- 
come of as little as 100 monthly. 


Concrete Block 
Walls Increase 
In Popularity 


Already the choice of 6 in every

We pride ourselves, and justly, on our magnificent system 
of mass production, wfiich has given us a vast abundance of 
goods of all kinds, which provides much of our employment, 
and which has helped raise our living standards far beyond 
that of any other major nation. 


However, mass production would not be a success, or 


even a possibility, without mass distribution. The goods from 
the factories must be moved, swiftly, efficiently, and economi- 
cally into the hands of the people who will use them. Ameri- 
can retailing is superbly geared to perform that job. It be- 
lieves that the sound way to do business is to turn over a 
lar<*e volume of merchandise at a small unit profit. 
And: 


what keeps that principle always at work is aggressive com-. 
petition between stores of all kinds and sizes.

Visitors from abroad, and especially the few who come i 


here from the countries within the Soviet orbit, are always I 
amazed and disbelieving when they see a typical American \ 
shopping center—whether it be Fifth Avenue or Mam street, j 
They are so used to a subsistence standard of living, and an 
economy of scarcity at home, that they believe it to be a uni- 
versal state of affairs. Free enterprise, as exemplified by 
the shop windows, shows them how wrong they are. 
How Much Government Can We Stand? 


"The government," says U. S. News & World Report, 


"has become the biggest source of income in the country. In 
a single year to end next June 30, the treasury will spend an 
estimated $46,000,000,000 in cold cash. This means thatTI 
out of every S6 spent in the United States will be spent by the 
government." The magazine then goes into considerable de- 
tail as to how all this money is to be divided. 


The biggest item in the budget—$17.300,000,000—is ac- 


~ounted for by benefits and subsidies of many diverse kinds. 
Nearly half of that amount—$8,300.000,000—will go to vet- 
erans'and is one of the payments we are making because of 
past wars. Then farmers will come in for something over 
$2,000,000.000 in direct payments and government crop loans 
and price supports. Large sums will be paid to the old, the 
blind, and the unemployed. Finally. $5,600,000.000 will be 
paid out to foreign governments and for foreign-aid pur- 
chasing. 
Item number two—$10,200,000.000—will go for salaries. 


It .will go to 3,700,000 people, the number of civilians and 
military personnel now on the federal payroll. As the U. S. 
points out, this does not include those who work indirectly 
for government, such as the mon and women employed in 
plants producing materials for federal agencies. 


Third is a $10,000,000,000 item for goods. This includes 


an enormous number of items, running all the way from air- 
planes and tanks to paper and ink. 


Interest on the public debt will require the sum of $4,- 


100.000.000. That will be a cash payment, and does not in- 
clude the interest accruing on war bonds and saving bonds. 


Services, such as printing, rent and utility bills, will cost 


the taxpayers S2.400.000.000. 
And something like $2,000,- 


000,000 will be used for loans and investments. 


The above items cover the major expenses of the govern- 


ment. Perhaps the most striking fact is the great increase 
in the number of individuals who now live off the federal 
treasury. To quote U. S. News again, "Ten years ago, when 
the New Deal was pouring out billions for direct and work re- 
lief, fewer than 20,000,000 persons were getting cheeks frr.is 
public agencies. In the period that has followed, the make- 
work programs of government have disappeared. Prosperity 
has taken over. Personal incomes trebled. Yet . . . persons 
living on public dollars, in whole or in part, jumped 29 per 
cent." 


The implications of this can b*- argued indefinitely. 
But 


it indicates the reasons for the uneasiness of those \Yh'<~> won- 
der how much more government the country can stand.

Vets Cannot Assign Their 
Insurance Dividend Checks 


"The Veterans Administration 


Cannot honor any assignment of 
National Service Life Insurace di- 
vided checks," L. C. Cocheu, Direc- 
tor of Insurance for the Chicago 
District Office, V-A warned today. 


"Dividend checks can be mailed 


only to the person who made ap- 
plication for the payment," he 
said. "We cannot even if directed 
in writing mail the check to any 
other person or concein." 


The fact that a veteran has a 


policy 
does 
not 
indicate 
the 


amount of his dividend," Cocheu 
continued. "The dividend must be 
used to offset any overpayment 
the veteran has received or any 
other indebtedness to the govern- 
ment. 


Kecords In East 


"We cannot tell the amount of 


any veteran's dividend here in Chi- 
cago," Cocheu said. "All of the 
dividend records are in the Wash- 
ington Central Office and will be 
maintained there. 


"As we explained last summer, 


any correspondence regarding a 
veteran's dividend account will re-

individual. Therefore we are in no 
position to give any information 
about what amount any individual 
will receive." 


Cocheu reminded veterans that 


the application for dividend pay- 
ment had requested an address 
where the applicant would receive 
his or her mail for the next six 
months. He explained that the 
Veterans Administration could not 
change mailing addresses at this 
late date and recommended that 
those who had moved since making 
application request the Postmaster 
to change their addresses. 


VA Wot "Wise" 


"At present, the Veterans Ad- 


ministration Insurance Service in 
not in position to advise any vet- 
eran as to the length of time his 
NSLI policy has been in force, the 
amount of the dividend he may 
receive, or when he will receive it," 
Cocheu said. 


"We will tell any veteran who 


writes us whether his policy is ac- 
tive or in a state of lapse. Vve can- 
not give more than that just to 
permit the veteran to estimate the 
amount of his dividend without de- 
la} mg its actual payment. That we 
are unwilling to do."
